no funds left to pay the Jurors, as their 
payment 
Is a matter for the legislature 
to provide for and that the court has 
nothing to uo with that part of the law. 
This argument 
takes for granted that 
the law requires payment for Jurors In 
nil caReK, und Is based on the claim that 
the court must call a Jury Irrespective 
of whether It Is paid or not. 
To such 
an argument 
I must respectfully enter 
my dissent. 
If the legislature has 
pro- 
vided that the Territory shall pay one 
who Is called as a Juror, fixing the fee 
and providing a mode of payment, how 
can this court say that It will disregard 
the legislature, and legislate for Itself 
by calling jurors who shall not be paid? 
"Courts of law are never at liberty to 
disregard a statute merely because 
of 
policy. 
In fact, policy 
decisions 
have 
ever been 
condemned 
nnd courts have 
almost unlversnlly refused to consider 
either the jUBtlce or policy 
of a stat- 
ute. 
"It feems to me therefore that tho 
'peculiar conditions' 
which 
exist here, 
In that there Is no money to pay Jurors 
cannot be used by the court as on
